The report of School Inspector 
Jno. W. Russell has just been 
received by the secretary-treas¬ 
urer of the Ferrodale school. It 
is a splendid report showing the 
school to be in a good position 
both as regards teachers and 
equipment. Particular praise is 
given to the appearance bf the 
buildings and grounds which are 
pronounced as ‘excellent, a cre¬ 
dit to the school board, and the 
gardens and tree cultivation are 
spoken of as very commendable. 
In regard to the work being done 
by the principal, Mr. W. A. 
Howes, the report says: "Mr. 
Howes, has during the time he 
has directed the policy of your 
school, rendered valuable ser¬ 
vice to the district There is a 
good tone in his room and an in¬ 
dication of a school spirit which 
is essential to successful effort’’ 

The work of Miss. Tector in 
the Intermediate room is also 
highly spoken of the report say¬ 
ing that “Miss Tector is doing 
good average work. The tone of 
the room is good. The pupils 
are interested; a good spirit pre¬ 
vails. Very favourable progress 
being made."

In nothing, perhaps, has the new 
Menitoba government shown more 
vision than In cooperating with the 
other prairie provinces to establish a 
Bureau of Social Reaearch. This 
buroau is now an accomplished fa.t 
and J 8. Woodsworth. of Winnipeg, la 
director of the dew welfare agency. 


Swat the First Files end You Will 
Have Lees to Kill Later on 

There are "hold-over flies” or "win- 
ter Alee" which have been hibernating 
during the cold weather, end which 
wake up at tha first warm sign of 
spring. 

"Don’t trust the cold to kill them.” 
warns the North Carolina Bulletin 
"Don't assume that they are dead 
when you And them lying on floors or 
window elite In unusued rooms. They 
are playing possum, and wilv recover 
when the temperature rises. Clean 
up the house end give special atten¬ 
tion to every out-of-the-way place 
where flies may lurk Make sure that 
there la nothing left which miy harbor 
their eggs." 

If you don't adopt this strategy, and 
start now. here la what you may be up 
against, according to the compulation 
of experts: 

A female fly surviving the winter 
may be expected to begin laying eg£s 
In April. Her progeny will begin lay¬ 
ing in May. Their progeny will ba 
laying by June 1.

There la 
this advantage In Joining the 79th that 
owing to their association with the 
Queen’s Own Camerons In the old 
country, the regiment here has a perm¬ 
anent standing, which will continue, 
and such as no other western unit en 
Joys. Many of the other units now be¬ 
ing raised will disappear after the war, 
but the 79th Camerons will continue, 
and men who Join them will be asso¬ 
ciated with at least 20,000 others who 
have worn the Cameron tartan during 
the war.

The Inauguration of an lnterprovln- 
ctal Bureau of Social Research In 
Western Canada la a radical de¬ 
parture from previous ways of doing 
things, or, rather, of leaving them 
undone. The bureau will perform 
few If any administrative duties; Itg, 
chief energies will be devoted to the 
gathering of concrete facts and Infor¬ 
mation with regard to many of the 
questions upon which tho three gov- 
ments have constantly to legislate. 

Last December, when an lnter-pro 
vlnclal conference took place In Win¬ 
nipeg to consider co-operative action 
In providing institutional accommoda¬ 
tion and care of various classes of de¬ 
pendents. the question of securing the 
services of Mr. Woodsworth for an 
interprovincial sociological bureau was 
also broached It la no exaggeration to 
say that the representatives of all 
three governments were from the first 
entirely sympathetic towards tbe idea, 
and thus It proved an easy msttar to 
come to a decision. 

The Bureau of 8octal Research thus 
formed is now housed In the former 
dear and dumb Institute at the corner 
of Portage avenue and Sherbrook 
streets Each of the three govern¬ 
ments hps agreed to make s modest ap¬ 
propriation towards the upkeep and 
i work of tnls office. Being, as stated, 
an entirely new departure, the scope 
of the work and the exact form of or¬ 
ganization will have to be worked step 
by step, but tbe general purpose, as 
outlined by the co-operating govern¬ 
ments. la to make a practical study of 
community problems, with s view to 
promoting a more general Interest In 
social welfare. 

For some years the Ottawa com¬ 
mission of conservation has been de¬ 
voting Itself to a study of the various 
natural resources of the Dominion, 
such as water powers, forest wealth, 
soils, etc. The Ides underlying the 
new bureau of social research Is 
that It la at least equally Important 
| that tbe human resources of the Do¬ 
minion should be conserved and that 
some body should be charged with the 
duty of investigation In regard to 
them. 

It la expected that the bureau will. 
In time, be able to offer expert ad 
vice and assistance to any community 
desirous of organizing Its social re¬ 
sources In the direction of more ef¬ 
ficient citizenship. Community life In 
Canada has been allowed to develop 
in a more or leas haphazard fashion 
and many gaps and incoherences have 
been left unbridged and unprovided 
for. 

In the United States, where, to a 
large extent, similar conditions pre¬ 
vail. several of the state universities, 
through their extension departments, 
have attempted to meet the need. The 
work accomplished in this way in Wis¬ 
consin and tn lowa, to mention only 
two statea. Is well knt>wn. In Canada 
not s single university has. as yet, or¬ 
ganized for , social welfare work, 
though here and there are signs of an 
uneasy academic conscience In this re¬ 
spect. The greatest approach that we 
In Canada have to extension depart¬ 
ments. as organized by Wisconsin and 
lowa. Is the town planning branch of 
the commission of conservation, ol 
which Thomas Adams Is the head. 

Aa tntlmuied. one of the duties ot 
the bureau of social research will be 
to secure such data as will form the 
basis for sound and progressive legis¬ 
lation. The recent Manitoba legisla¬ 
tion providing allowances for mothers 
was, for Instance, largely baaed upon 
sn investigation carried out by the 
Social Workers' club of Winnipeg. 
Work of this kind has been performed 
on a very extensive scale by tho Legis¬ 
lative Heference Library, of Wiscon¬ 
sin. 

It will thus be seen that the func¬ 
tion of the bureau Is twofold: (1) to 
secure InfoVmation. and (2) to dlssero 
Inate It. In the securing of Informa¬ 
tion the bureau will co-operate with 
the various government departments, 
as well as with many different private 
agencies, supplementing the Informa¬ 
tion thus secured by special Investiga¬ 
tion where deemed necessary or ad¬ 
visable. 

In this way ft Is hoped that our 
various voluntary agencies will be 
more fully realised than has hitherto 
been possible. Bulletins will be lussed 
by the bureau from time to time and 
the latter will strive to act as s sort 
of clearing house, to which any rill- 
sen can apply for information on any 
phrase of social welfare.

Economizing in Horses 


Work 8hould be Provided For Farm 
Horses the Year Round In Order 
to Cover Maintenance Cost 

Figures vary eomewhat but the 
average farm horse does not work 
much more than three and a half 
hours per-dey the year round. This 
figure looks small but it Is correct, 
nevertheless, and shows that either 
our system of farming Is wrong or we 
ar<5 keeping too many horses. Sur¬ 
plus horses cannot be kept without 
cutting down the receipts Roughly 
it ooeu about-f93 a year to maintain 
a farm horse, figuring feeds at mar¬ 
ket value on the farm. Interest on 
the money Invested in the horse, de¬ 
preciation In value from year to year 
as he grows older, cost of shoeing, 
harness, etc. When the manure la 
considered the actual coet la reduced 
to about $89. From these facta U 
follows that horse labor on the farm 
Is worth anywhere from 9.25 to 10.5 
cents per hour. 

Thus we tee that keeping horses 
la a heavy drain, but it la one of 
the items on the farm that must be 
met before profits can be secured, 
and It suggests tbe necessity of 
handling the horse as economically as 
possible. This can be done by pro¬ 
viding work for the horses through¬ 
out the winter as well as summer. 
The grain grower has to keep a bunch 
of horses because all his work comes 
at two seasons of the year, the bal¬ 
ance of the time they are eating up 
the profits. If such a fanner could 
combine some other line of farming 
along with the grain growing whicn 
would provide work for tho' horses 
during the slack senaon they would 
be In a position to pay for their 
board. A farmer who kept about 
twelve horses and 4iaa figured their 
cost, combined stock farming with his 
grain growing This provided addi¬ 
tional work during the alack season, 
but still there was a difference per 
month in the hours of horse labor 
between the seeding and winter 
months of 120 houri. 

Horses must be kept on the farm 
but their work should be so arrang 
ed that they can be kept busy the 
greater part of the time, in other 
words make them pay for their board 
all (he year around One caunot get 
too much manure on hla farm, so haul 
from towns and cities, haul mussel- 
mud. compoat muck and the succeed¬ 
ing crops will pey the cost. At pres¬ 
ent It Is estimated that horses re¬ 
present a tax of $1 per acre on all 
cultivated land each year Put In 
more time cultivating the land: it 
will pay In Belgium where they 
rales tbe largest horses on the small¬ 
est farms, the farm crops average 
from Iwo to three times as much as 
ours. Why? Better cultivation

eration. 

That there Is s growing Interest b* 
Ing taken In dairying throughout Sas¬ 
katchewan Is ettdent to anyons who 
haa given the question serious con 
alderation. The output of 33.80.000Tb 
of creamery butter during 1816 shows 
s most substantial growth. It was 
thought thst the enormous grain crops 
harvested the past season would tend 
to lessen the Interest taken In dslry 
matters, but the reverse seems to have 
occurred Mr W. A. Wilson, dairy 
commission, reports that the out¬ 
put of butter at the fifteen co-opera¬ 
tive creameries operated by the dslry 
branch shows a decided gain during 
the paat few months over the output 
for the same period in any other year. 
The make for November shows a gain 
of over 34% over the same period of 
1814. December had s gain of 77%. 
January 84%. end February 111%. 
These figures Indicate s moot satis¬ 
factory Increase and Is evidence that 
the farmers ere taking a keen Inter¬ 
est In dairying, notwithstanding the 
high price of grain.

As n crop likely to be quite ns 
profitable as wheat this year may be 
mentioned flax. The annual consump¬ 
tion of flax aeed la In the neighbor¬ 
hood of 30.080.000 bushels on this con 
tlnent Ail but about 2.000,000 bueb- 
els of thin la used In the United 
States The combined crops of seed 
in Canada and the United States fall 
usually 12,008,000 or 16,000.0bushels 
short of this amount This extra aeed 
ia normally brought from Argentina, 
and la coming in at Lie present time. 

Where wheat leading haa progress¬ 
ed rather alowly, It will often be ad¬ 
visable to bow the last few acres In¬ 
tended for wheat rather to flax. The 
cash returns per acre from the two 
crops are likely to be practically equal 
this year, and about the same as they 
were last year. Bo why not try the 
flax and run no rldk with late wheat, 
usually a poor crop at best 

Only clean seed should be sown and 
that on clean land. A limited area of 
well prepared land, sown with clean 
aeed will be more profitable than a 
large area of badly-prepared land on 
wblcb dirty seed Is used.

'Pometaria Harris’ during the 
I years of 1914 and 1915.The adult 
! form of this species usually app¬ 
ears in the fall, the wingless fe- 
; males ascend the tree trunks and 
| deposit their eggs upon the bark 
o f the branches and twigs. Duri ng 
! the first warm dayB of the year, 
the spring cankerworm emerges 
from the ground and deposits Its 
eggs in a similar manner to that 
of its ally. 

The leaf-feeding beetles can 
effectively be controlled by 
spraying the infested foliage 
with arsenate of lead, or Paris 
green, early in the season, as 
soon as their first appearance is 
made and again in ten days, if 
necessary. 

A remedial measure for dis¬ 
persing cankerwoms is found in 
banding the trees with a sticky 
preparation, thus preventing the 
caterpillar from ascending the 
trunk, or by spraying the foliage 
with poison while the larva is 
small. It is imperative that the 
trees should be sprayed while 
the caterpillars are Bmall as they 
are much harder to kill when 
they are half grown. Lead ar¬ 
senate is the mast satisfactory 
for this purpose. It should be 
used at the rate of four or five 
pounds to 100 gallons of water.

To counteract the activities of 
insects which have been doing 
considerable damage to prririe 
trees during the past few years, 
the Dominion entomologist Mr. 
Gordon Hewitt has issued a cir¬ 
cular designed to instruct tree 
growers in the uses of insect des¬ 
troyers. During the past summer 
these insects have been especially 
prevalent over a large portion of 
the prairie provinces, the chief 
objects of their destruction being 
maple, poplar and willow trees, 
which have been so widely used 
for shade and shelter. 

The poplars and willows are 
frequently attacked by several 
species of leaf eating beetle, the 
most persistent of which are the 
Western Willow Leaf Beetle, the 
Streaked Cottonwood Leaf Beetle 
and several allied species which 
almost completely defoliate the 
subjects upon which they feed. 
The adult beetles hiliernate be¬ 
neath the fallen leaves in the 
fall and are ready to attack the 
leaves in the spring.

Since Germany has forced this w.»r 
upon us, we do not want to “hem her 
in"—aa firmly aa she hemmed Paris 
In during Ihe Beige of 1870-71. If the 
present policy—arrangements, rations 
and all complete—falls to hem her In, 
and actually allows her to Import 
quantities of raw material for Krupp’^, 
the country will Insist that It be 
changed for another. We have, re 
peatedly slated In outline wbat In eur 
Judgment an alternative pollqy might 
be. It would include a blockade of 
the whole German coast, an enlarged 
Hat of contraband—covering, for In 
stance, maguetlc Iron ore for Krupp’a 
—and xn extension of the doctrine of 
continuous voyage from goods of gull 
ty destination to goods of guilty ori¬ 
gin. There ere difficulties about this 
policy, me there are difficulties about 
our present policy. There ere dlfflcul 
ties about all policies which interfere 
with neutral interests, as every naval 
policy must do. But we ddubt wheth 
or they would be greater than those 
which now exist, and we believe that 
the plan would do In substance, wbat 
the present plan does not. and that la 
‘prevent commodities of any kind 
from reaching or leaving Germany 
London Times.

Tho commission appointed to In¬ 
vestigate the high cost of living In 
Canada finds tuat the increase lb the 
coat of living during tho past ' IS 
years, which has been practically 801 
per cent, la due to the Increase In 
the gold supply, which reduces the 
purcuaaing power of nioae); to aisoi- 
told forms of extravagance and wait 
age, public aud private. Individual 
and social, to restricted.supply fol¬ 
lowing disproportionate urbau de¬ 
velopment. to prevailing methods A 
distribution and marketing of pro¬ 
ducts; to higher standards of living 
by both rich ..nd poor, to Inefficient | 
service and lack^of vocational train¬ 
ing; to the goapl; of ease which has 
permeated tin* national life of the 
A lulc Saxon rnef. to uneconomical 
household expenditure; and to the 
effect of mergers, trusts and com¬ 
bines. 

Among the remedies suggested are 
the encouragement of land settle¬ 
ment; greater attention to mixed 
farming; increased production, with 
the standardisation and improve¬ 
ment In the quality of farm producra, 
together with cooperation In the dis¬ 
tribution. the extension of the par¬ 
cels post system, and the making of 
good roads; cheaper and more ac¬ 
cessible working capital, especially 
• for the farmers of the west; and a 
comprehensive system of vocational 
training to promote greater efficiency 
of eervlce In all lines, and a better 
understanding of the fundamental 
principles of production, marketing 
and purchase.

The Sultan 
waa aware of what had happened, 
and wag talking about It with the 
llcir Apparent at the very mom—t 
that Enver Pasha was announced. 

So soon aa he appeared tho Sul¬ 
tan stood up and exclaimed. "Why 
did you order tho Ruksians to be at¬ 
tacked?" He thundered In an ex¬ 
plosion of anger: "Am I. then, no¬ 
body here that such a thing can be 
done without my authorisation? So 
It I* actually the Germane who are 
masters In Constantinople?" "You 
will be killed like dogs," Enver 
Pasha replied, coldly. "It le the 
Russians who attacked. Ws had to 
defend ourselves." 

"That la fslae," the Sultan Inter¬ 
rupted forcibly. "I ahall protest to 
the whole universe against the auth¬ 
ors of an aggression that 1 did not 
order and that was carried out with¬ 
out my knowledge." 

Enver Pasha, who had not fore¬ 
seen an attitude ao foreign to the 
Sultan’s character, begged him to al¬ 
low him to postpone hla explanations 
till fater, and went off without watt¬ 
ing for the Sultan's reply, but the 
Crown Prince went after him and 
•aid to Enver: "Listen to me. You 
and your accomplices are ruining 
Turkey. Beware of the wrath of the 
people. You will be killed like dogs " 

M. Galll, the editor, adds that the 
Prince had not ceased to protest In 
vigorous terms. That was his death 
sentence. 

Yussuf Itteddln felt that he was 
going to be murdered, and had con¬ 
signed an envelope with hla seal on 
It to alx persons a* least This en¬ 
velope was not to ffa opened until the 
contingency that the Prince bad been 
murdered. The Prince was a friend 
of tho allies.

the Chinese people are changing over 
from the use of rice as an almost ex 
elusive diet, and are now commencing 
to consume great quantities of flour.

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ENORMOUS CROP FIGURES SHOV 
SASKAT CHEWAN’S PROSPERITY 

PRODUCTION INCREASES 600% IN ONE DECADE 

l«flt Year the Province Raised More Cereals Than the Tola* 
Production o t All Canada in 1900, According to the 
/ Latest Government Figures 


la 1906 the province of Saakatcbe- 
van produced 46.012.136 bushels of 
grain—wheel, oats, barley, and flax 
—from an area under crop of 1.838,- 
111 acres. Ten /ears later the same 
province produced, according to the 
latent Dominion government figures, 
the same crop# to an extent of 38.4.- 
836.000 bushels from an area of 10.- 
962,000 acres. In 1916 Saakalchawan 
raised 104,000.000 bushels of these 
cereals more than the total produc¬ 
tion of all Canada In 1900. 

During one decade the crop pra 
Auction of Saskatchewan, of these 
four staples alone. Increased over 
600 per cent., while the area under 
crop to these cereals Increased some¬ 
thing over 600 per cent And this 
covers only one branch of Saskatche¬ 
wan's farming operations. 

When reference Is made to the 
great fertility of Western Canada It 
Is sometimes met by the argument 
that as the country becomes older 
the fertility will greatly decrease, as 
has been the case In so many other 
countries. It should be remembered 
that the soil of Western. Canada Is 
not the soil of the east. Prof. Shaw, 
one of the best known agronomists of 
tfle United States, after making an ex¬ 
haustive study of soil qualities of- 
Westcrn Canada, said: 

"One acre of average soil in the 
Canadian West is worth more than 
20 acres of average soil along the 
Atlantic seaboard. The man who 
tills the former can grow 20 succes¬ 
sive crop* without much dlmlnuUon 
In the yields; whereas, the person 
who tills the latter, in order to grow 
a single remunerative crop, must pay 
the vendor of fertilisers half as much 
for materials to fertilise an acre as 
would buy an acre in the Canadian 
West" 

But let us not try to prove the 
point by theories. Here are facts: 

In 1906 the wheat crop of Saskatche¬ 
wan averaged 23.09 bushels per acre. 
In 1916 It averaged 28 64 bushels per 
acre. 

The oat crop of Saskatchewan In 
1906 averaged 42.70 bushels per acre. 
In 1916, 63 67 hushels per acre. 

Barley, 1905. 27.11 bushels per acre; 
1916, 36.83 bushels per acre. 

Flax. 1906. 16.71 bushels per acre; 
1915. 13.00 bushels per acre. , * 

It will be note that, except for 
flax, 1915 shows a substantial Increase 
per acre over 1906, and this nofwlth- 
standing the fact that the 1905 crop 
was one of the heaviest ever reaped In 
Saskatchewan. 

It Is not contended thst the per 
manent prosperity of Saskatchewan 
Is to be built upon grain raising. The 
most fertile soil In the world can be 
•xhausled If the process is continued 
long enough. But. as has alresdy been 
said, grain raising covers only one 
branch of Saskatchewan's farming op¬ 
erations. Look at the live stock stat¬ 
istics : 

In 1906 tebre were 240.566 horses 
In Saskatchewan. Now there are 667. 
443. In the same period the milch 
cow* In the province have Increased 
from 122.618 to 348,640. and other 
cattle from 360.236 to 673.021. Sheep 
have Increased from 112.290 to 192.- 
014, and swine from 113.916 to 329. 
246. 

In 1907 there were seven cheese 
factories and creameries In Saskat¬ 
chewan. They produced 16.000 pounds 
of cheese worth 11.950 and 132.803 
pounds of butter worth 136.699. Re¬ 
turns for 1916 have not yet all been re¬ 
corded, but the 23 creameries which 
have reported produced 3.831.300 
pounds of butter valued at 81.069.443 
They produced tee cream and butter 
milk to a value of 8379.16#—more 
than 10 times the total value of their 
butter production only eight years 
ago. Moreover, they have establish¬ 
ed s reputation for Saskatchewan 
butt.-r on the market, which hag re¬ 
sulted In s demand that Is practically 
Inexhaustible. In 1916 52 carloads 
of butter were shipped out of tho 
province, and the industry la just In 
Its Infancy. 

These figures are sufficient to 
prove thst Saskatchewan's prosper¬ 
ity Is s very real fact, and thst It 
la part and parcel of the agricultural 
development of the province. It Is 
true thst Saskatchewan has other 
Industries which have contributed t>. 
the general prosperity, but It will be 
found thst they are closely related 
to agriculture, and the success of 
the farmer has made their success 
possible, while at the same time 
they have contributed to the farmer's 
prosperity by enlarging his home 
market or providing his necessities 
For Instance, tho province has an 
annual lumber cut of approximately 
260.000000 feet. This output affords 
a valuable local source of supply to 
the farmer, while at the same time 
the men and teams engaged In the 
Industry consume his flour, oats, 
butter, eggs. milk, vegetables, meat 
and hay The province's fisheries 
represent an Income of $150,000 a 
year, and of course It Is Impossible 
to record fish taken by farmers from 
countless lakes and streams fog their 
own use. 

Saskatchewan has a yearly pro¬ 
duction of about 8800.000 worth of 
minerals, mainly coal, which la 
largely consumed by settlers In the 
district in which It Is mined Even 
manufacturing has made a start In 
the province, and now distributes 
wages amounting to over $2 000,000 
yearly and producee finished products 
valued at over six millions. 

Railway development has been 
•losely associated with agricultural 
development Steam railway lines 
In Saskatchewan have Increased from 
2.081 miles In 1908 to over 6.000 miles 
at the present time. With railway 
development hav« come cities, towns, 
and villages, supporting a large 
population every one of whom Is 
directly or Indirectly associated with 
|he agricultural interest of the 


country, and shares In the general 
prosperity due to the agricultural de¬ 
velopment 

Remarkable as has been the pro 
grass of Saskatchewan during the 
last decade, there Is every reason to 
believe that the province Is now ouly 
on the threshold of Its prosperity. 
The disadvantages of pioneer days, 
with their lack of transportation, 
telephone service, good roads, schools, 
churches and markets, have been 
largely swept sway. Years of ex¬ 
perimentation, both by Individuals, 
corporations, and governments, have 
added enormously to the agricultural 
knowledge of the country, and now 
any settler with an earnest desire to 
learn can quickly acquire the Infor¬ 
mation necessary to success. Agrl- 
culturs In Saskatchewan Is no loug 
er an axperlment. Both In quality 
and quantity the products of the 
province are now big factors on the 
markets, not only of Canada, but ov 
the world. And all this has been 
accomplished with 11.000,000 acres 
under crop out of s total of 93,000. 
000 acres In the province, suitable 
for agricultural purposes. 

Horse Sense 

Ability to Manage a Primary Require¬ 
ment of tho Successful 
Farmer 

In Farmers' Bulletin 704 Is an In¬ 
teresting section eutitled. "Horse 
Sense,** from which we quoto as fol¬ 
lows: 

"Without horse sense there's n poor 
show for making a real money suc¬ 
cess of any kind. Without that fac¬ 
ulty, otherwise called ‘business abili¬ 
ty,' Industry, capital, credit, and even 
a thorough knowledge of the most ap¬ 
proved sclentlc methods of agricul¬ 
ture, all will be of little avatl. To 
qualify as a business fanner a man 
must be able to shape his work and 
change his plans accordteg to chang¬ 
ing weather, shifting markets, and 
up-and-down buslnes* conditions, He 
must be able to decide whether he can 
best dispose of his crop by feeding, 
or by selling on the market In sell¬ 
ing live stock or grain, the farmer 
muat know enough of the actual val¬ 
ue of hia product to Know' when the 
local buyer* are offering him a fair 
price. 

'it la not enough to grow a good 
crop, or even to grow a good crop at 
a low cost. To make the big crop s 
buslneas success. It must be disposed 
of as efficiently as It Is grown—must 
be so graded and packed aa to meet 
market atandards. and so marketed as 
to bring the farmer the highest cur¬ 
rent prices." 

In other words, managerial ability 
la a primary requirement of the sue 
cessful farmer. As a rule, the fanner 
of today haa a very practical and effic¬ 
ient idea of how to produce the crops 
Through hia experience, reading and 
observation he has acquired a very 
considerable ctore of knowledge re¬ 
garding the best methods of cropping 
and feeding. Marketing rather than 
production la his perplexing problem 
and until that prime requisite, horse 
sensa or business ability. Is joined 
with the results of observation and 
experience, It will not be aolved. 

Trade the Sinew of War 


Largely on Britain's Financial Help 
That .Allies Must Rsly 

It la peculiarly necessary for us to 
put Into tb\ maintenance of our 
trade all the energies than can be 
spared from the military and naval 
efforts required for victory. For it 
Is largely on our flnanclal help that 
our allies must rely. Out of the 
1.590 millions which may bo our 
expenditure for the present year, 
our advances to them represent. In 
deed, about 420 millions, and next 
year we may have to And a still 
larger sum. Wo are finding, and 
■hall continue to find, the money, 
and It mesne that we are trading it 
In goods, while we shall eventually 
be repaid In goods For this pur- 
pose we are taxing ourselves now 
to tho extent of a third of our own 
war expenditure, and have provided 
well over the Interest and sinking 
fund on our borrowings. So far 
therefore, our trade has stood us 
,In good stead And there In no rea- 
j son to doubt our ability to meet 
either the financial or the comim-r- 
clal strain In the coming year or 
later with equal success, under good 
guidance and management, and 
with a financial and commercial 
policy which meets the new condi¬ 
tions.—London Times. 

British Soldlsrs Lovs the Water 

At a meeting of the members of 
the Institute of Sanitary Engineers 
In England, Lieutenant R. R. Heb- 
blethwalte, In an address on "Saul- 
tary Work at the Front with the 
Expeditionary Force," said In no 
previous war had the sanitary or¬ 
ganisation been on such s colossal 
scale, or with a sanitary section at¬ 
tached to each unit. 

In France the canals were gTeat 
placet for bathing, and It was no 
uncommon sight to see hundreds of 
soldiers In tho water at one lime 
It was also common to sea notices 
stating thst a particular stretch of 
water belonged to a certain unit, and 
elaborate diving boards attached to 
the aides or rafts tied to the banks, 
end even goalposts and nets for 
water polo. 

Ons scarcely ever saw a civilian 
in the water, but there were usually 
a considerable number on die banks, 
looking on with amassment and an 
expression which almost said, "The 
mad English." 


Farm Colony For 

Returned Soldiers 

C P.R. Making Big Preparations to 
Place Reutmed Soldiers on 
Forme 

In speaking of employment for the 
returned soldier after the war. Presi¬ 
dent 8haughnesey of the C.P.R., aaftd: 

"We have been giving this question 
I the most careful consideration, and 
have just decided on a comprehensive 
plan of colonisation which will be the 
largest of It* kind In the history of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, and as 
you know we have done some colon 
ixatlon in the world. The details of 
the colonisation plan are being work¬ 
ed out just now, and when [ tell you 
that K Involves the preparation of per¬ 
haps as many aa a thousand farms in 
Western CAnada for occupation in tM 
spring of next year you muat realize 
the else of our undertaking. Our duty, 
however, demands thst this great pit* 
blem be met with' the energy that it 
deserves. One of the most serious 
problems facing Canada today Is the 
matter of handling the hundreds of re¬ 
turned soldiers after the war. Their 
military service will have unsettled 
and unfitted many of them for a re¬ 
turn to ordinary clerical and aoden- 
tary life, and something will have to 
be done to enable them to obtain out¬ 
side emplo>ment The problem Is 
further complicated by the fact that 
without doubt a very large number of 
men who will be mustered out from 
the British army will want to emi¬ 
grate to overseas dominions, and pro¬ 
vision must be made to properly take 
care of them and colonize them in 
suitable employment 

"The problem la one of such mag 
nitude that It must be faced and solv¬ 
ed by the British government, but the 
provincial governments and the large I 
Canadian corporations muat also do 
their part. Realizing that the crisis 
must be met and desiring to take Its 
■hare of the burden of trying to solve 
this problem and assist the men who 
have fought the battles of the empire, 
the Canadian Pacific Railway has de¬ 
cided to establish In Western Canada 
colonies which, for the moment, we 
are calling Returned Veterans’ Col¬ 
onies. where men who wish to go In 
for farming can obtain Improved 
farrna on terms which In lime will en 
able them to become land owners and 
create homes for themselves and their 
families These colonies will be given 
distinctive names, probably with mili¬ 
tary associations, and will contain a 
sufficient number of families In each 
to insure social, school and church fa 
cllltles, and in each case will Include 
a central instructive farm under s 
competent agriculturist so that advice 
and Instruction may be available for 
the colonists. 

"Our experience in connection with 
the ready-made farm has been Invalu 
able, and will enable us to avoid mis 
takes which are Inevitable to new un 
dertaklnga. The burden which we 
pr 9 pose to carry will be no light one. 
as human nature Is such that there 
are always fault-finders—always 
square pegs which will not fit Into 
round holes. We have had such cases 
In connection with our ready-made 
farms, but on the whole the colonies 
established under the ready-made farm 
scheme l^sve been highly successful; 
for Instance Redgewtck, which has ■ 
group of settlers of which Western 
Canada may well be proud But we 
are prepared to face all the troubles, 
ali the petty annoyances which occur 
In connection with this still greater 
scheme, realizing that it la our duty 
towards the empire to which we are 
proud to belong." 

A New Hay Sorghum 

Sudan Graas Meeting With Great 

Favor Among American Farmers 

A recent addition to our crop! 
plants is sure to prove of greet value 
to the 8outh. Sudan grass was 
brought to the United States from 
Egypt In 1909. and no other Importa¬ 
tion ever sprung into favor so quick 
ly. It la now recognised as the com 
tng hay grass of Texas, and when 
better known In the southeastern 
states it will be almost as popular 
there. In the Immediate Gulf coast ! 
region, however, it. like the other , 
sorghums, la affected by the red spot 
disease, which farmers usually call 
rust. At the present time the price j 
of Sudan grass seed prohibits It from | 
being generally used as a hay grass. , 
but as soon as the quantity of avail¬ 
able seed Is greater It should become 
a recognised pan of every farmer's 
crop in the northern two-thirds of 
Louisiana. Mississippi. Alabama and 
Georgia and In virtually all of the 
states of South Carolina*. North Caro¬ 
lina, and Tennessee, as well ■■ Ar¬ 
kansas, Oklahoma and Texas. 

It should he sown broadcast or 
drilled when the ground has become 
warm In the spring, at the rate ut 
15 to 20 lbs. per acre In the eastern 
states and 10 to 15 lbs. per acre In' 
the more western states It ran be 
cut with n mower and cured like any 
other hay crop. It should bo cut 
about the time of full bloom Two to 
three cuttings can be secured and 
yields of 3 to 4 tons per sere mty be 
expected. The hsy is very palatable 
and at lexst as high In feeding value 
as thst of Johnson gra<a. It Is an 
annual and never becomes a weed In 
fields where |t has been grown — 
From Special Bulletin, US. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.

Pay Liberal Wages end Provide Homs 
Comforts 

Mr Wm D. Flatt. In a very lnterest- 
tng letter to the Breeders' Gasetts. 
takes up the help question for the far¬ 
mer and tella hqw he thinka It can be 
solved He sayo; 

"Before laying my pen down I must 
make one remark that applies to this 
North American continent. We r* 
quire more farmers, more farm help, 
more girls suitable for farmers' wives, 
and mors domestic help. If the farm 
ere of this continent will do aa Great 
Britain has done,, provide married 
men with homes on farms, aaalst them 
to live cheaply by giving them milk, 
potatoes, beef, pork, snd eggs at rea¬ 
sonable prices, they will produce fam¬ 
ilies from which will come hoys who 
know how to farm and girls who can 
help the boys make a success. We 
■hall then develop efficient, content¬ 
ed help. We cannot run a farm to Its 
full capacity without improved llvo 
stock. We cannot run a farm with¬ 
out sufficient and efficient help any 
more than we can run a fac*ory sue 
cessfully that requires skilled help by 
attempting to place children at the 
machines. There is nothing for the 
young man of today that offers a 
greater Inducement than agriculture, 
coupled with Improved live stock" 
Let us suggest In this connection 
{that It will pay well for the farmer 
I to give good men liberal wages and 
good, comfortable home conditions 
Then, besides, men should get rid of 
the notldn of drifting around from 
place to place. When they strike s 
good man they ebould stay by him aa 
long as possible. 

The Brown Mou e 

Dealing With Improved Methods ot 
Teaching in Rural Schools 
The above caption Is the title of ■ 
novel, written by Herbert Quick 
which attempts to awuken the rural 
communities to the antiquated courses 
of study in the rural schools and to 
point the way to the kind of schools 
that should be provided ror the boys 
snd girls in the country. The book 
also sets forth the difficulties met 
when a teacher or anyone else at¬ 
tempts to change the courses of study 
in our country schools. The presenta¬ 
tion of the country school problem in 
the form of a atory gives to this sule 
ject a different interpretation and we 
trust It will arouse sufficient Interest 
in those guarding tho destinies of the 
country schools to lead them to pro¬ 
vide more suitable courses of study. 

We have long realised that the 
country schools are not. on the whole, 
serving their districts with the great¬ 
est efficiency. The courses offered by 
many of these Institutions are obso¬ 
lete snd should be revised to meet 
the requirements of the Ideals and 
standards of the present century. 
There la no good reason why so many 
of the country acbools should be as 
mum as an oyster upon the subject of 
agriculture. So far as they are con¬ 
cerned. you might think there Is no 
such occupation as farming. We 
would not belittle the fundamentals 
In our educations] system, hut these 
would not be impaired In the least by 
incorporating in the courses of the 
country schools a few subjects per¬ 
taining to agriculture if done In the 
right way, the agricultural subjects 
would aid materially in teaching the 
fundamentals, as every boy snd girl 
In the country has a knowledge of the 
things of the farm which can be read¬ 
ily used for Illustrations snd ex¬ 
amples. 

Mr Quick points out the Injustice 
done the boys and girls of the rural 
schools by not having their courses of 
study better .adapted to tbelr needs. 
We share In this opinion and hope the 
time Is not far distant when those who 
are In direct charge of the country 
schools wl!l see their duty snd then 
have the courage to do It. 

We Need Science 

! Scientific Industrial Organization Is 
Needed by Britain 
Lack of sdequsto scientific equip 
I ment, coupled with lack of enur- 
, prise and adaptability, have been 
| almost the sole causes In the past 
of the failure—where It has falleu 
—of British commerce snd Britlsti 
Industry In the struggle with 
foroigu rivals. No Instructed person 
will say thst the fault has lain en 
| tlrely with the British merchant 
and the British manufacturer. It 
has not. The government can snd 
ought to do much more than has 
been done in tho past to maintain 
and push British Industries. The 
banks can do much. The universl- 
ties can do much. And all of them 
working In conjunction on a con¬ 
sidered and carefully thought out 
plau can do Influltely more than 
any of them alone Onffof the main 
lessons of tlie war - will have been 
missed if it Is not realized that tho 
commercial triumph of Germany 
has been due first and foremost, 
not to her traffic, not to her cheap 
labor, but to her scientific indus¬ 
trial organisation. It run only he 
defeated In the long run by an or¬ 
ganization equally complete and 
scientific.—London Daily Nows. 

Tbs Recruiting Problem

•lightest conccpiiuu of the life of the 
people in the German capital. 

"Only a fortnight ago," she said, "I 
■aw lbs Kaiser He is quite a different 
man from what he was. He looks just 
an old brokeu-dowu man. Ills cheeks 
are fallen, he la deathly pale, and Ira 
hair ta quite grey. Although the Ac 
ttou that he Is suffering only from 
severe cold is carefully kepi up. It is 
generally known that Lie Kaiser Is suf 
ferlng from csucer in the tbr- ut II- 
now lives at I'oladam when not at one 
or the other fronts—or, rather, report 
od to be there. The reaaou for bis ( 
avoidance of Berlin will be quite ob 
vious when I explain that the mob* 
have broken almost ovory window in 
the Palace there." 

There were sinister • rumors as to j 
what happened to the crowd guilty of 
this enormity —of people being shot 
down indiscriminately—but the had 
been unable to test their accuracy, as 
now even regular German residents 
were not allowed free ceurse in 
the streets. 

“Rioting Is now," she continued, "of 
dally occurrence, the people especially 
resenting the fact that they are not 
allowed now to purchase more than a ! 
quarter of a pound of butter or fat at 
once. 

“The Kaiser Is now never cheered 
When he passes through Berlin It Is 
In a closed motor preceded and follow 
ed by other motors filled with soldiers 
and officials armed to the teeth. 

"8o far aa business Is concerned. 
Berlin is a dead city Almost all the 
wholesale houses are permanently 
closed. The others are only open two 
days per week, snd must get a per 
in It before they sell any goods, and 
the officials see that nothing is allow 
M to go out likely to be of service to 
them. The price of everything has 
gone up terribly," she continued. 

One of the most significant changes 
■he had noticed was in relation to tt.« 
munition works.' which formerly ran 
day and night, but now only worked Ir¬ 
regularly. Employees questioned aa *o 
the cause of this were unanimous thst 
there was a anortage of material. 

"This," she remarked, "la beginning 
to tell on the people, who arc becoming 
more and more depreseed aa time 
passes In Berlin the people openly 
clamor for peace. I have heard the cry 
frequently In the city. 'For-God's sake 
give us peace at any cost.' People 
allowed to enter Berlin from other rfts 
trlrts say the same thing la observable 
elsewhere. 

Reports of rioting In England are 
circulated from time to time. Such 
were the reports circulated, that when 
■he reached this country she was 
amazed. She expected to find the 
towns In ruins snd the people either 
starved or enslaved. 

"The great mass of the people now." 
■ dded the lady, "despair, of beating 
England, and the soldiers who are sent 
bark wounded tell the most harrowing 
stories of shortage of munitions and 
food."

GERMAN fOOD RIOTS 
DESCRIBED AS HELL 
LET LOOSE 

The food riots in Berlin last 
Tuesday are described by 'V 01 - 
waerta’, the German Socialist 
newspaper, as 'Hell let loose.' 

Speaking of the incident, the 
newspaper says: “Some of the 
conflicts between the hungry peo¬ 
ple and the police took place in 
the very centre of the city. The 
inmates of the kaiser's palace 
clearly heard the tumult and the 
shooting which followed it The 
whole day was like one in a civil 
war. In the workingmens dis¬ 
trict a crowd attempted to rush 
several provision stores, but the 
police lined the streets and a 
battle ensued. Nearly a dozen 
people were wounded and taken 
to hospitals. ”
